THE PUEftlI>KNT*S MESSAGE. 


He Urges FUiancíal Leífislatlon Before tlio 
Uoliday Acljourument. 


"WASHINGTO:«, Dec. 31.—President Clove- 
Iaud*B financial message, which was not 
delivered to tho senate until 4:30 yester- 
day afternoon, is in substance as follows: 


"In my lust annual messago thñ ovlls of 
our present financial sj-'stem were plainly 
pointed out and tho causes and moans of 
tlie depletion of government gold were ex- 
plained. It was therein stated tliat after 
all tlie efforts that had been made by tho 
executive branch of tho government to 
protoct our gold reserve by the issuanco of 
bonds amounting to more than Ííl63,000,- 
000, such reserve then amounted to but 
little more tlian $7ü,üüü,000, that about 
^116,000,000 had been withdrawn from such 
reserve during tho month next previous 
to tho dato of that messago, and that quito 
largo withdrawals for shipment in the 
immediate future were pretiicced. 
Tho 
contingency i;hen feared has roached us, 


"Wo are in the niidat of another Bcason 
of perplexity caused by our dangerouQ and 
fatuous financial operations. T'heso may 
be expected tb rocur witli certainty a.s long 
ns there is no amendment in our financial 
system. If iu this particular instance our 
predicament Is at íüI infiuonced by a re- 
cent insistence upon the position we should 
occupy in our relation to curtain questions 
concerning our foreign policy, this fur- 
nishes a signal and impressive warning 
that oven the patriotic sentiment of our 
people is not an adequate substituted for a 
sound financial poUcy. 


"Tho real and sensible cure for our re- 
curring trouble« can only be ofTected by a 
completo change iu our financial schemOf 
Ponding that, the executive branch of tho 
governivont will not relax Its efforts nor 
abandon its determination to use every 
means within its reach to maintain before 
the world American credit, nor will tliere 
be any he^titatiun In exhibiting its confi- 
dence in tho resijurcos of our country and 
the tionstant patriotism of our people. 


"In view, however, of the peculiar situa- 
tion now confronting us, I liavo ventured 
hox*oin to express the earnest hope that the 
oongresa in default of the inauguration of 
a butter system of finance will not take ¡t 
I'ecesg from its labors before it lias, by 
legislative enactment or declaration, done 
something nut only to remind thosu ap- 
prehensivo among our people that tho re- 
Bources of tliis government and u scrup- 
ulous regard for honest douliug afford a 
BiU'o guarantee of unquestioned safety and 
Boundness, but to reassure the world that 
tho ability and determination of our na- 
tion to meet in any circumstances every 
obligution it Incurs do not admit of ques- 
tioA."

ly as soon na tlio message w^as gent, and 
all idea of taking a recess for the holidays 
was abandoned in tho face of tho situation 
presented. Tho wayn aud means commit- 
tee was organized on Saturday, with Ding- 
ley of Maine a^s chairman, and on Satur- 
day night tho Ropublican mombors held 
ftsccrot meetiug at tho Capitol, at which 
i^peakor Heed was present, to dlicuss tlio 
details of a bill which in their opinion 
would furnish the desired relief. 


As a preliminary it was decided that, 
while tho situation In the senato as to tho 
fate thore of any measure passed by the 
houso should be kept iu mind, tho houso 
must act indopendontly of tho result in 
the upper brauch of ci)ngres3. 'J'he general 
outline of a measure 
was 
practically 
agreed upon, but the details have not 
boon completed. 


Mr. Heed's bond proposition, which tho 
committee will adopt, providos for the ro- 
ductiou of the rate of inCei^est on bonds to 
bo issued under the acts of 1870 and 1876, 
for tho purpose of resuming specie pay- 
ment and protecting the spm^io reserve, 
from 4 to 8 per cent., and for a low rate, 
low denomiuational coin bond, which will 
practically bo a debt certificate, to be usod 
to supply deficioncios in the revenues. By 
tho terms of tho bill it Is probable that 
provisions will bo inserted to prtnnde that 
tho procends of any bonds issuud under tho 
acts of 1870 and 1875, as amended, shall go 
to tho reserve, aud of tho latter bonds to 
pay current expenses. In this way a sep- 
arate account can bo kept, and the pro- 
I coeds of bonds sold to maintaia tho reserve 
cannot bo used to pay curront exppuscs. 


Tho details of tho tariff cliangos will 
furnish tho most dilficult task in framing 
the bill. Thol^) Is practical unanimity of 
sentiment, so far a:» can bo learned, amc^ng 
tho RepulDlican mcmboraof tlio committee 
. for a duty on wool and compousating 
duties on woolens. The western members 
want the duty on wool to be at least eight 
cents per pound,but tho Indications are that 
it will not exceed five cents. There Is some 
discussion of a proposition to make a hori- 
zontal increase on all tho schiHlules excppt 
sugar of fi'om 15 to 20 per cent., but that 
is opposed in certain qtiax'ters as not being 
on protection lines. It sooins probable, 
however, that wool and woolens, lumber 
and various other articles will ])o selected.

21.—Twonly- 
two minorj: Inst th»?Ir lives yost^rilny in 
the Nelson mine, near Dayiou, Tenn., by 
an oxplooion of firedamp. Tho explosion 
was succnedpd by a torriflo crash, whinh 
indicated tliat tiie roof of tho passaiio 
which they had entered liad fallen In. No 
avenue of escapo was left. 


The mine is the property of tho Dayton 
Coal and Iron convi^auy. The men, both 
white and colored, including several boys, 
entered tlie mine to go to work at 7 o'clock 
in tlio morning, btit nothing of tho awful 
catastrophe was known until 11 oVdock, 
whon the miners at entiy No. 10 found 
the way blocked by a solid wall of coal 
and skito. 


The entry whero tho unfortunate minora 
aro entombed ran^iback moro than two 
miles from the mouth of tho mine. 
Tho 
mine is of the kind common in southern 
coal fields, known as a drift or level veined 
mine, worked in the direction of tho vein, 
straight into the face of tho mountain, but 
before the entry is roached a long slope 
extends to a level several hundred yarils 
below, at an angle of about twenty do- 
groos. 


Rescuing parties worked all day and 
night trying to reach them, but it is prob- 
able they will bs several days forcing an 
openiug through the wall of the fallen 
roofing, which must be made safe as they 
proceed. Tho foul air quickly oxhautts 
tho workers, who aro relieved liy fresh 
hands. The work will continue day and 
night till the bodies are recovered. 


At the first drift mouth hundreds of 
women ajitl children soon gathered,and tho 
picture of thoir grief aud despair was heart- 
rending. Mothers wringing their hands, 
wcoping daughters aud little children, 
sweethearts and grandparents, all in tho 
greatest distros;i>J;oj:Jihejr hQ^vp, boon told 
that there is no hope. Tho mino is ven- 
tilated by air shafts or passages. 
Tho 
caving In of the wall in tho entry cut off 
the draught, and death was certain to 
those who breathed the poisoned air. 


At 4 o'clock this afternoon a way was 
broken through the debris in tho passage 
of entry No. 10 and the blackt^ned corpses 
of the dead miners wfere carried to tho 
outside where tho work of identification 
began. 


THE CUMNOCK_ MINK VICTI:MS. 


It Is Now ICnowu That Thirty-fiieven Men 


Were Killed. 


BALEiGn, N. C., Dec. í30.—Shortly after 
tho day force, numbering sixty-seven men, 
had gone on duty at th« Cumnock coal 
mines, six miles west of hero, a torrlblo 
firedamp explosion occurred, with fatal 
efiuct. Upon hearing tho report tho ])eo- 
ple of tho village and relatives of tho on- 
tombed miners hastened to tiie scene, but 
for some tliuo thoy wero unable to gain 
tidings from l)elow. After pumping fresh 
air into tho shafts several miners were 
prevailed upon to venturo down and in- 
vestigate. 


Tlioy found and brought out twenty-four 
men from shafts Nos. 3 and 8. Five or six 
of tliem w^ero badly wounded, and some of 
them will probably die. 
Others were 
slightly wountled. A mulo and two men 
were killed in slopo No. 2, Alter cuuriider- 
able delay tho searching party entered 
slope No. 1, wdiere they were greeted by a 
most horrible and ghastly sight. 
Dead 
men, fearfully mutilated, wero found, 
some of them partly covortd -up with 
jiieccB of coal, timber and other dubris. 
Tho searching party came up and reported 
what they had found, 


KALRIGH, N. C., Dec. 21.--It is now 
known that thirty-soven miners were killed 
by tho explosion at tho Cumnock mino, 
Tho cause is still unknown. Twenty min- 
utes before tho accident tlie fire boss re- 
ported everything all right, 
While the 
work of rescue was going on yesterday the 
mouth of the shaft was surrounded by a 
largo ci^jwd of people. On one hand was 
an old mother whoso husband and sons 
were burled in tho bowels of tho earth. 
Nearby stood a yuung v.úfo with n baby in^ 
her arms, while brotliors, sisters and rolar 
tlves from far and near stood around v/eep- 
ing and wailing. 


When the bodies wero brought to tho 
Burfaco several woro unrccognizablo. The 
negroes could not be (Jistinguirihed from 
tho wliito miners, lül being covered witJi a 
sooty coat of coal, and many huvingthoface 
and eyes I)urned out. 
Dr, Mooro, the 
principal phyoician on tho scono, tjainks 
most of them died from suffocation by 
firedamp, but tho old nainers tJiink nearly 
all wero killed by tho explosion, I^^our- 
fifths of the dead woro married men and 
their families are left lielpiess aud des.ti- 
tut-et.

Still another of our old cherished be- 
liefs knocked higher 
than Giidoroy's 
kite. 
It has always bee a a settled fact 
with butter-makers that when cream was 
allowed to stand until it became very 
sour, the acid developed 
in 
some way 
destroyed part of the butter fats, so that 
such cream 
would produce less 
butter 
than the same cream would 
have pro- 
duced had it been churned 
while in a 
milder state of acidity. 
However, we 
are told by Professor W. W. Cooke, of 
the Vermont Station, that his experi- 
menfs have proven that this acid 
does 
not in any measure whatever destroy the 
butter fats. 
He says: 
»«We have fol- 
lowed a good many lots of milk all the 
way from the cows to the butter-tub, 
both M'hen churned 
sweet and 
when 
churned sour, and the results check out 
the same in either case. 
A great many 
figures on this subject wero published iu 
the last report of this station, and many 
more on a large scale have been obtained 
since then, all pointing unmistakably to 
a non-destruction of fat during the pro- 
cess of souring." Perhaps this'is another 
case ofnon-churnability. 
It may ba that 
while the fat is there the churn can't get 
it, but wc will probably know more about 
this by-and«by. 


ing about three-quarters 
of a pound, 
The rootlets or sets arc cut into pieces ol 
from four to six inches in length, and 
are from one-quarter to one-half inch in 
diameter; these are tied in bundles from 
fifty to sixty, the top end cut square and

ing of cabbages, caulidowers and similar 
vegetables is finished, then tho horso- 
radish sets are planted between the rowi 
and at about the same distance as 
thi 
cabbages. 
When the crop of early cab- 
bages, cauliflowers or whatever it 
maj 
be, is removed, the horseradish 
receivei 
thorough and frequent cultivation up to 
the time the roots are ready for digging 
late in autumn. 
But if you do not can 
to plant horseradish as a second crop, 
then put in your sets as early as con- 
vonleut in the sprint, planting 
them in 
rows two or three feet apart and twelyo 
to eighteen inches in the rows, 
"if set' 
three feet by one foot, you will need 14,- 
520 for each acre. 
The 
richer 
the 
ground the larger the roots, and 
while 
stable manure is the best, you can use al- 
most any good commercial fertilizer as a 
substitute, applying from one-half up to 
one ton per acre. 
Tne yield of 
roots, 
for what may be considered a good crop 
of horseradish should be about live tons 
per acre.—New York Sun.

TUB ADVANTAGES 
OP BITTINO. 


Where bitting is done properly it has 


while the 
improper 
use of the bitting machine often leads to 
serious consequences. 
Many horsemen 
believe that if a colt has no style born in 
him he never will acquire it. 
However 
true this may be, it is possible, with the 
bitting machine, to greatly improve the 
style that a colt naturally possesses. 
Be- 
sides, It teaches him restraint that he 
would not learn otherwise. 
The ma- 
chine consists of a bridle checkrein, 
girth, crupper and two side straps. 
Use 
a common straight bit, and, i>referably, 
aside check, fastened high up on the 
bridle. 
The back pad of an old harness 
is good if the terrets and check-ring are 
taken out, so the colt can roll over if bo 
throws himself. 
Put the back piece or 
girth on, and buckle it tight, fasten the 
check to it, and bring the colt's head up 
where he carries Jt naturally. 
The side 
straps are fastened about half way down 
on each side of the girth, and the loose 
ends buckled into the bit rings. 
These 
pre to prevent the colt from turning h-s 
head to either side, and should bo light 
enough for this, but not to pull his no.io 
iu much. 
Put this on him every day for 
an hour, and turn him in a paddock, or 
loose box. Gradually take up tho check- 
rein, until his head is brought where it 
is wanted. 
It may take two or three 
months. 
If the training is pushed too 
fast, or the check is taken up too much 
at one time, or the machinéis left on too 
long, it may do irreparable harm. When 
done thoroughly this strengthens tho 
muscles of the neck so the colt will al- 
ways carry his head up. 
It will also 
help to improve his knee action.—Ameri- 
can Agriculturist.

CULTIVATION OP HORSERADISH. 


^ It is estimated that between five 
six hundred acres are devoted 
to 
cultivation of horseradish 
by what 
called the Market gardeners in the 
mediate vicinity of New York, and per-

The author 
of »^Gardening 
for 
Profit," gives explicit directions for tho 
cultivation of this crop, or at least how 
it is cultivated by our market gardeners,

Dwari CeclArs a Oenttipy GUI—Tiny 
Olierry and Plum Trees in Full 
Bloom-^Atliiiature OraiiKCff« 


APAN'S people have the reputa- 
tion of beiuiç wonderful garden- 
ers, but 
the. general American 
public dues not realize just liow 
wonderful they are. 
It is possible that 
nearly every intelligent newMpaper reader 
has heard ot the Japaneae dwarf cedars. 
It is safe to say, however, that this same 
reader thinks little or nothing of all that 
is implied in that term until he is sud- 
denly confronted with a living specimen. 
Then with the amazing rapidity of an 
clectric shock there flashes before him 
brilliant visions of fairyland, 
mingled 
with dark dreams of sorcery. 


Think of 
it I 
In a 
blue-and-white 
porcelain pot, measuring less than 
one 
cubic foot, is a gnarled juniper not two 
feet in hei^jht, yet whose stoUt trunk and 
spreading limbs ^rive every indication of 
full maturity. 
Nor is this 
all. 
The 
pigmy patriarch is probably at least 100 
years of age. 


A cedar, a juniper, a bamboo, a palm 
or a screw pine, and the story is similar. 
At fifteen years of age an evergreen tree 
is no lar/icr than an ordinary-sized bunch 
of violets. 
At 120 years the screw pine, 
with perfect trunk and palm-like fronds, 
does not 
reach a height of 
eighteen 
Inches. 


In a cedar and juniper, strange to say, 
the mossy foliage attains the usual size 
seen in this division of conifers. 
In a 
fir, a palm or a bamboo tho leaflets are 
correspondingly dwarfed into what might 
be truly termed **baby leaves." 
A cedai 
becomes grotesque, as well as curious and 
interesting, when its branches are trained 
round and round, so that its greenery 
will form perfect discs. 


The practical Western mind is inclined 
to ask: 
**Wby do the Japanese resort 
to such barbarous ingenuities when they 
do not pay?*' 
For it cannot pay to raise 
such miniature monstrosities. 
A dwarf 
cedar ten years old can be purchased for 
$1, and another a hundred years old for 
§12. 
Japanese gardeners tell you that 
dwarfing is a very difficult art, requiring 
twenty years to learn. 
So far as the 
Orientals will explain the process, they 
say that it is necessary to keep the plant 
in one pot and gradually lift it to pre- 
vent the roots spreading. 
This lifting 
must be done daily for years. 
The plant 
is also ''watered" with a secret mixture, 
made after a recipe 
handed 
down in 
Japan through many centuries. 


Ladies who fancy Japanese pugg as 
pets are strongly advised by the pre- 
sumptuous writer to try Japanese dwarf 
cedars as an 
agreeable change. 
The 
cedars make very little trouble. 
After 
they have attained age they are not ex- 
pected to grow anymore. They will live 
a long time, needing no more care than 
a little watering, like an ordinary plant. 


The so-called *'flowering shrubs" have 
also become the object of the Japanese 
dwarfer*d skill. 
Imagine a cherry tree, 
ten years old, but only two 
feet 
tall. 
Think of it growing in a common red 
earthen 
flower 
pot, 
but 
loaded with 
snowy blossoms of the full natural size. 
It IS just as easy to imagine a plum tree- 
In both of these the flowers appear be- 
fore the leaves. 
Strange to 
tell, the 
tiny trees produce full sized fruit, wÉich 
attain their proper color and are fit to 
eat. 
Perhaps the strength of the plant 
is kept in by what appears to be the 
usual practice of chopping the ends of 
the branches and twigs squarely off. 


The 
beautiful 
magnolia Btellata, or 
star blossomed magnolia, is somewhat of 
a rarity in this country. It is occasionally 
Been in parks and gardens, in company 
with other better known Japanese spe- 
cies of this superb genus. 
Scarcely so 
often on this continent is it beheld in a 
reduced abnormal form. 
But when eo 
beheld, it displays charms all its own. 


A little magnolia bush may 
stand 
above the pot in which it is planted 
about eighteen 
inches. 
The 
creamy- 
white blossom, faintly tinged with pink 
on the ouuide, will be quite as large as 
it ought to be on a bush twenty feet 
high. 
8o will the pale green, velvety 
buds. 
But the little bush iUelf? Possi- 
bly its ungraceful lorm lets some light 
into the secret of the surpribing size and 
vigor of the buds. The bush is cat down 
to one main branch, with an extra twig 
or two at the root. 
This reminds us of 
one of the ways in which the Japanese 
produce big chrysanthemums—that is, 
by pinching all the buds off the side of 
a stalk and allowing the strength of the 
plant to run into one bud at thç top. 


The dwarf azalea Eeems rather tall for 
a dwarf. 
It may reach a height of from 
two to two and a halt feet. 
This does 
not look very short in comparison with 
the tiny, long-hved screw pipes and tirs, 
particularly lu an azalea bash, 
in its 
natural state, never does grow very tall, 
Still two feet is a decided decrease from 
six or ten. 
Perhaps the most surprising 
feature of 
the dwarf azalea is not its 
stunted fitature, but its reduced flowers. 
Unlike the cherry tree, singular to re- 
late, the azalea seems dwarfed all over. 
The 
handsome, 
deep 
pinkish-purple 
blosfioms are just about three-fourths of 
their proper size. 
Compared with the 
cherry and magnolia, it would seem that 
they ought to be full size; but, compar- 
ing the ualea with the cherry and mag- 
nolia, and again with the cedar, W9 
might expect to £69 the bush imaller. 
Truly, the whgle,subject is full of ^2y«- 


There are also 
dwarf 
oranj^o 
trc«. 
Some of these are about two and one*haU 
feet in height and bear oranges uearJ/ 
two-thirds of the natural size. 


The species most likely to be taken for 
a dwarf 
is 
the 
so-called 
"Ja[>anese 
orange," which the Japanese thomselves 
call »'kin kan" or "kumquot." 
This 
is 
not a dwarf at alU 
but a naturally small 
tree presenting, however, quitea brilliani 
eifcct when grouped with a mass of dwarf 
firs and bamboos. 
The little oranges'are 
about the size of a yellow "pickliug to- 
mato" or a small plum. 
They are pear- 
shaped and of a true orange color. 
The 
skin is as thin as paper aud it is custom- 
ary to eat the fruit skin and all. 
The 
skin is sour, the 
inside sweet 
aud 
the 
combined taste resembles that of "sweet 
pickles" or "soy." 


Perhaps tho most beautiful of all the 
Japanese dwarfed plants is the wistaria. 
(Not "Wisteria;" the proper spelling of 
that name is with an a, not an e. 
The 
genus Wistaria was named after old Dr. 
Wistar, of Philadelphia, known in his 
day as a patron of borany. 
The original 
plant, brought from China years ago and 
introduced to American scientists, is still 
in possession of the Wistar family.) 
The 
little wistaria may have abuach of short, 
vine-like twigs, not one of which is a 
yard in length, all starting from one old 
root stock. 
The flower clusters, possibly 
a dozen in number, displaying five or six 
delicate tones of amethyst and lavender, 
attain full size, each cluster like a grace- 
ful, tapering plume. 
Had the climbing 
plant also attained full size the len£;th of 
its combined twining branches would ex- 
tend over miles,—Sau Francisco Chroni- 
cle.

AGRICTJLTURAIJ CHEBIISTRY. 


Chemistry as the handmaiden of 
agriculture ha'i achieved a wonderful 
success. 
Fertilizing the fields has not 
only become a well understood busi- 
ness, but is an exact science. 
There 
are methods 
of recovering 
waste 
products and utilizing heretofore use- 
less matter. 
It is known what is re- 
quired to produce the best iDotatoes 
and other crops, each one having sup- 
ing supplied to it the chemical neces- 
sities of its existence. 
Land, eea and 
the elements are taxed to furnish the 
constituents necessary to the best 
growth of vegetation. 
It would have 
been a surprise to our ancestors had 
they been told that there are common 
plants which derive a very small por- 
tion of their subsistence from the 
soil, but are fed from the air and 
water; therefore, to understand the 
theories of drainage, rainfall,evapora- 
tion and absorption are matters of the 
utmost moment, 
To nothing does 
agriculture owe such a debt as to 
science, for by its means the waste 
places of the earth can be made pro* 
ductive, and by the introduction of 
new chemical elements malarial and 
unwholesome soils are made fertile 
and transformed into 
healthy and 
agreeable dwelling places.—New York 
Ledger. 
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WINTER STABtiE MANAaEMENT O? COWS. 


Arrange the stable with convenience 
in feeding and care ot the stock as the 
central idea. 
Visit the best dairy 
barns and utilize all their good points. 
A. stable having two thicknesses of 
boards with tar paj^er between is dry- 
er and warmer than a stone basement. 
A rectangular bnrn, with two long 
rows of cows facing each other, is the 
most desirable. 
Have suffioient room 
for driving on the feeding floor, and 
also behind each row of animals, for 
removing 
the manure. 
Make the 
building larger than is needed, or 
i:»]an so that additional room can be 
easily provided. 
By all means have a 
silo conveniently situated. 
Put in 
plenty of windows. 
The south side of 
our barn is largely glass. 
The stable 
must be tightW made so that when the 
temperature is thirty degrees below 
zero very little freezing occurs on the 
inside. 
Dou't, however, keep it so 
warm that it will fairly steam when 
the doors are opened. 
For keeping 
the air pure, box ventilators reaching 
from near the floor to the roof, are 
excellent. 
They can be made by 
boarding up between the silo studs 
down to within a foot or two of the 
floor. 
Choose some kind of a fastener 
that will keep the cows clean. 
The 
stanchion is most generally used and 
•will answer in most cases. 
Arrange 
the floor four to five feet in length, 
as there will be that much difference 
in length between the smallest heifer 
and the aged cow. 
Let the gutter be 
sixteen inches wide and six inches 
deep. 
If possible have the walk be- 
hind the gutter wide enough to allow 
a wagon or slod to be drawn over it, 
AJuke the manger twenty-four inches 
wide and the feeding floor six inches 
above it. 
The ceiling should be 6i or 
seven feet high. 


Among the necessary 
implements 
about a dow stable is tho broom. 
Get 
two, one for sweeping the feed floor 
and the other to clean the walk be- 
hind the gutter. Keep the floor clean, 
and occasionall}'' go over the walls and 
ceiling to remove dust and cobwebs. 
Use plenty of straw for bedding. 
If it 
is out, so much the better, as it is 
then superior as an absorbent. 
Be 
sure the gutter is water tight, and use 
road dust, sil'ted coal ashes, sawdust 
or land i^laster to absorb the liquid 
the straw dnos net take ui?. 
Plaster 
is also iirst-class for keeping down bad 
odors. 
Sprinkle a few x)ounds in the 
bedding before each milking and note 
the efftct. It will also enhance the 
value of the manure. 


flave regular hours for feeding and 
milking and rjgidly adhere to them. 
Plan your work so the cows can be 
left to their dreams a part of the time. 
Be kind to them; do nothing that will 
excite them, for it will always result 
in a loss of milk. 
Salt every day, or 
better still, have salt where they can 
have constant access to it. 
Our cat- 
tle are out ot the barn a short time 
each day. 
They go about sixty rods 
and get; water from a spring and I 
have seen no ill eliectsfrom it. 
How- 
ever, they are not out long—not over 
thirty to forty minutes on stormy 
days. 
Yearling and dry cows are giv- 
en more 
exercise. 
Of course this 
takes a little more feed, but it pays. 
Exercise the bull in a tread power.— 
American Agriculturist, 


BAKl? CISTERNS. 


One of the advantages of the base- 
ment barn is that it makes easy the 
construction of a cistern to take tho 
water from its roof and place it con- 
venient for stock stabled in it. 
It is 
never best to trust to wells for water- 
ing stock. 
A well near a stable or 
barn yard soon becomes foul by filtra« 
tion of water through soil saturated 
with manure, A barn large enough to 
hold bay and other provender for a 
large stock will furnish water from the 
rain that falls on its roof for all the 
stock that can be fed from it. 
There 
should always be a filter in the faucet 
to the cistern. 
Some precautions 
must also be taken to prevent the 
cistern from becoming dirty. 
When* 
ever threshing is*done the barn roof 
ond the eave troughs are apt to be 
filled with dust. 
The eave troughs 
Bbould be cleaned at such times, and 
the water from the first rain after 
threshing allowed 
to run 
to the 
ground before being diverted to the 
cistern. 
With such precautions the 
barn cistern will keep pure water for 
a long time without need of being 
cleaned. 
If the basement is a deep 
one, the water in the cistern will never 
freeze over in winter, but will help to 
keep frost out of the basement. 
It is 
a great convenience in 
very cold 
weather to wat^r eowfl in tko base*

Tho Stranerò Dîaoaso is Cnllod Acro- 
my^alia, an<l Only Twenty Previ- 
ous Caso» aro Recorded. 


COORDING to Bcientifib ex* 
perts, John M. Molansky, of 
Bayard street, is gradually 
^ 
undergoing a strange physi- 
cal metamorphosis, described as a re- 
version toward the primitive tvpe, the 
limit of which was called by Darwin, 
*'the missing link." 


Dr. Faneuile D. Weisse diagnoses 
the case of Molausky as one of acro- 
mygalia, which is one of the most 
mysterious, the most wonderful tvnd 
the rarest of human diseases. 
Compe- 
tent authorities declare, however, that 
this is not a disease at all, but merely 
a physical tendency to return to tho 
form of the original species. 


Molansky, when seen yesterday, re- 
fused to talk of his case, but his wife 
said that he had been sick for live 
years and she appeared to bo much 
distressed at the marvellous change 
which is comÌQg over her husband, 
who is only forty-oae years old. 
The 
retrogressive man lives with his wife 
and four strong, healthy children in 
a second floor flat; but his place of 
business is in Ghrystie street, where 
he is a biscuit baker. 


Molansky^s under jaw profcru.les, his 
lips are of enormous thickness, his en- 
tire physiognomy is of simian charac- 
ter, which cannot be concealed by his 
stubblv beard and heavy crop of hair. 
His hands and feet, in which there is 
not a trace of inflammation, are grow- 
ing massive and unmanageable. 
His 
appearance is so altered that his 
friends of a year ago can barely le- 
cognize him. 


This weird specimen of humanity 
was presented as a clinical subject at 
the New York .Collego of Dentistry, 
East Twenty-third street, two weeks 
ago. 
Previous to hi^ discovery by 
Dr. Weisse, the unfovtunute man inr 
months had been bandied about by 
numerous East Side doctors, who could 
not fathom the secret of his extraordi- 
nary condition. 
When introducing 
the patient to his class Dr. Weisse 
said: 


''Molansky has suffered from ^ 0 TX 
al feebleness for about a year and a 
half, combined with difficulty of artic- 
ulation. 
He is a victim of acpmy- 
galia, the most uncommon affection of 
all the category of ills that flesh is 
heir to," 


Molansky himself told his story in 
these words : 


'•Until I was thirty-fiv/ years of age 
1 was strong and healthy. 
Then 1 be- 
gan to suffer from hea'lachea, wJiîoh 
eventually became almost unbearable. 
After two years my voice changed and 
my features altered so that no one 
could recognize me. 
lily teeth gave 
me much trouble, and after trying 
many doctors 1 consulted a dentist, 
who did some work for me, but my 
lower jaw grew misplaced and I have 
much difficulty in taking solid food." 


Dr. Weisse sent Molansky to Dr. M. 
Allen Starr, of the Colle^^e of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, and he also diag- 
nosed the man's trouble as acromy- 
galia, and these two eminent physi- 
cians now have the curious case in 
hand. 
With a view to saving the man 
from a wretched and complete trans- 
formation to a likeness of our sup- 
posed simian ancestors, he is being 
treated in an original and novel man- 
mer with thyroid extract, taken from 
the thyroid body oi animals. 


Acromygaha was first recognized in 
Paris by Dr, P. Marie, and from him 
is sometimes called Marie's disease. 
Only twenty cases have been record- 
ed, and at the present time Molansky 
stands alone in the world as a speci- 
men of its possibility. 
It is always 
attended with enlargement of all pro- 
jecting portions of the body, such as 
the hands, feet, chin, nose, lips and 
ears, The lower jaw becomes "ander- 
shot," the supra-orbital ridges over 
the lips project, the cheeks are flat- 
tened, the forehead becomes low and 
retreating, the hair stunted and thick, 
and the whole appearance resembles 
that of the ape. 


Preund, the German Boientist, has 
asserted that the disease is an actual 
returning to the primitive form of 
humanity, and the great anatomist 
Klebs held the same view, 
Virchow, 
however, regards aciomygalia as a 
nervous disease, and upon this hy- 
pothesis Professors Weieee and Starr 
are 
treating 
Molansky. 
Freund's 
theory precludes all possibility of cure, 
and in tho few known cases no treat- 
ment has proved at all successful.

Oxford, 


Littlestown seems to be no farther 
in the erection of its water plant than 
we are, as the following from the In- 
dependent will attest: 


"Engineer Kennedy, of Baltimore, 
was in town this week, and in compa 
ny with members of the Town Coun- 
cil inspected a few of tbe springs near 
town that have been spoken of as pos- 
sible places to furnish water for the 
town. 
He did not succeed in finding 
any spring with a sulficient flow. It 
is thought that the only way to ob- 
tain an adequate supply is by boring 
wells. 
He thinks that by going 500 
or 1,000 feet an abundance of water 
may easily be secured. 
He has furn 
ished the Council with an estimate of 
tho probable cost of the plant, either 
to be supplied by springs, or from 
weils. 
Things are now moving along 
fine'y aud a definite understanding 
will soon be reached.'' 


New Oxford has an advantage over 
Littlestown, inasmuch as wo have an 
inexhaustible supply of water right be- 
yond our borough line. 
The Council 
has spent this much time in a futile 
attempt to get "pure spring water" 
for our people, only because the p* 0- 
ple seemed to wish that kind of water 
and no other.

ALTFAX, at once tbo hoad- 
s:^ fl quarters 
of 
tJio 
British 
troops in North America and 
the principal naval station 
nnd 
summer rendezvous for 
their 
North Atlantic equadron, is unques- 
tionnbly more English, says the Wash- 
ington Star, than any other British- 
American iiossesftion. 
Built upon a 
succession of hills and upon a rocky 
eoi\ admitting only of limited excava- 
tion without blasting, thq town occu- 
pies a peninKula four and a half miles 
loni? with a breadth varying from a 
half to two and more miles; is bound- 
ed on tho west by the Northwest. 
Arm, a beautiful stretch of sheltered 
water, and bordered on the east by 
the harbor, which, accessible at all 
seasons, is a mile wide abreast the city 
proper. 


McNab's Island, with its numerous 
batteries of modern ordnance, whencc 
the boom of a heavy gun tells the mis- 
sion of the white touts of the practice 
camp, 
iorms the harbor's advance 
guard and flanks tho regular channel 
on the right of entrance, while occa- 
sioning tho division known as the 
EiiRtern j^assage. 


On all sides one sees tho impress of 
martial preparation, past nnd present, 
and appreciates the difficulty of attack 
against tho crose-ilro of tho well- 
placed forts, and realizes tho corn- 


rod, the 
scattered maples vying in 
their autumn glory with tho bright re- 
lief of the scarlet berried mountain 
ash, while here and there a robin red- 
breast hops in peaceful assurance and 
pecks away at the debris of a recent 
picnic. 


The city postoffice, a 
fino 
stono 
building, oveu with its quaint, queer 
smelling, heterogeneous museum, is 
far loss attractive than the market wo- 
men who squat about its base ou Sat- 
urdays, and, oblivious of the weather, 
spread out their country produce. To 
como in out of the wet and avail them- 
selves of the market building meant 
the payment of a modest toll, against 
which tradition promptly set its face. 
Here the dainties of the sea lie out in

all their glistening freshness and va- 
riety ; and here, also, the Indian wo- 
men sell their sweet grass baskets and 
their bark canoes; while farther on 
tho darkies—the descendants of Ja- 
maican maroons and American refugee 
slaves—offer you berries and herbs, the 
product of nature's bounty rather than 
the colored man's unwonted thrift. 


What we miss in pavements —for the 
sidewalks are usually gravel—we find 
balanced by the general excellence of

paraiive ease of a successful repulse; 
while remarking the contrasting mis- 
sion of the forty 
churches, 
whose 
spires rise forth in peaceful protest. 


The citadel, fJtbm whose signal staff 
the wolcome news of inbound mails is 
spread, commands the city and the 
harbor at its feot, and is interesting 
on account of what it might bo rather 
than what it is, because it shelters a 
portion of tho sixteen hundred im- 
perial troops forming the present gar- 
rison, and for the wide view from its 
xamparts. 


There is little haste and no hurry; 
time always with tho busiest fgr a 
civil direction if not further ccurtieay. 
The fitting softness of the twilight as- 
pect gives way for a daytime monot- 
ony o£ mouse colored, weather-worn, 
aoot-stoined structures of wood, unre- 
deemed by 
the 
more 
pretentious 
buildings of tho business section or 
the Bad-faced freestone f'.nd the occa- 
sional brick front of tho residential 
parts. 


Against this the Haligonian fills his 
glass bound vestibule with tho warm, 
rich coloring of the geranium, his 
windows with blooming plants, and 
ovory available ledge with 
further 
tokens of his flower loving nature; 
while right in the heart of the city lie 
tho gardens, a single resorvatioa of

A nat- 
ural reservation of evergreen of many 
acres, only so modified by skilful en- 
gineering and well made roads that 
one forgets the artifice that brings him 
ever and anon into tree arched by- 
Wftyeor ui^on eome charming vi«ta of 
the distant sea, the arm or the sail 
flecked harbor. 
Ono wanders amid its 
peacefuli b»l»am scented paths only to 
stumble upon tho hidden walls of 
Forts Ogilvie and Cambridge or to find 
on©*« eeli at tho foot of the heavy ma- 
fiox^y of Martello tower; the ground 
iiglow with bunoh berries wd golAaxi 


the macadamized roadways, with their 
borders of fine shade trees, and by tho 
prevailing rectangular arrangement of 
the streets, which, but for the consec- 
utive numbering of houses withoui re- 
gard to interblock distinction, leaves 
nothing to be desired in ease of search. 


To Americans -for so wo are styled 
to tho exclusion of the Oanadiau—the 
first thing that strikes us, after we 
have i^ushed our timepieces an hour 
ahead, is tho military phase of Halifax 
in the soldiers wo meet at every turn, 
in numbers, so we are told, to man 
every battery about the harbor. 
If 
not tho relief squad, then, perhaps, a 
single orderly bearing an oificial-look- 
ing bine-clad missive. Down the street 
he comes, a strapping fellow, aflime 
in tho Ecarlefc tunic of tbe 
''king's" 
infantry, pipe-clayed, gloved and belt- 
ed, his small, round, visorless cap just 
saved by his right ear and the tight- 
ened ohinstrap, while in his hand he 
twirls a small-boys' caoo tipped with 
something akin to tin. He is amusing 
in his stolid seriousness and oontrasfc- 
juvenile trimmings, bui significantly 
solid in his vigorous personality and 
the steady crunch-crunch 
of those 
heavy, ugly boots that mar his feet. 
His sailor brother is not so attractive, 
nor has he tho same trim alertness of 
the American man-of-war's man. 


The only regular approach to dress 
parade is garrison chapel. 
At 
11 
o'clock on Sunday, headed by the reg- 
mental band, which also furnishes the 
devotional music, tho Protestant de- 
tails of infantry and artillery are pa- 
raded to the garrison chapel; and for 
an hovir-"the prescribed period—the 
visitor hears the Chtirch of England 
service, prayers for the Queen, listens 
to a sermon toned for the rank and file 
—whose heavy scabbards and clumsy 
boots 
shift restlessly as the 
time 
limit wanes, while upwardly and out- 
wardly rigid and intent, and then re- 
spondc to the collection with a bit of 
Uncle Sam's silver. 
The service over, 
the details form on the green without, 
and, after a few sharp orders and as 
many quick, snappy movements, the 
men march off at a rapid pace for their 
quarters and the ''roast beef of 
old 
England." 


With a population of 42.000, Hali- 
fax boasts a militia of 1300, and, too, 
thoir parade to chapel is an interesting 
eight. 
How after row they filled the 
old round Church of St. George's, in 
all the finery of their well-kept trap- 
pings, with here and there a gray head 
—his breast aglow with hard-earned 
honors; making the rafters ring with 
their "Onward, 
Christian Soldiers," 
and then subsiding to listen to a well- 
directed lesson aad to hear the possi- 
bilities of annexaiiun described in the 
pleasant words of a "perennial honey- 
moon of prosperity." 


Without distinction, street cars and 
'buses are "trams"—confusion b e i n ^ 
avoided only by the scarcity of either. 
A line of single tracks doubles upon 


itself like a figure six, and runs with a 
fifteen-minute 
frequency and a wait- 
ing willingness for passengers a square 
away; a practice which, with tho in- 
stallation of a trolley system and mod- 
ern 
speed—established

itor, answer us and tell the 
conse- 
quences of compulsory education. 


To the inquiring, let him know that 
tho fisheries and lumber, principally 
spruce, i form tho chief sources of 
wealth and the staple articles of trade 
with tho West Indses—the most im- 
portant market for tho Nova Scotian; 
and toll him, too, that native soft coal 
is the cheapest fuel, but that the gold 
deposits, undoubtedly rich, are, as yet, 
but poorly worked, thanks to the man- 
agement of unprincipled speculators; 
and to him wUo notices, let him laugh 
at the ijostman's rig—so oddly sug- 
gestive of the martial toggery of many 
years ago; let him.wonder why the 
Haligonian turns to tho left—a prac- 
tice, in driving, that keeps his neigh- 
bor's near hubs in full view; let him 
rejoico in the unaccustomed presence 
of that civil, white-capped English 
maid, with her modest voice, who 
ushers him past the dingy outer door 
and into the contrasting brightness of 
the cheerful, homelike, drawing room 
with its unfailing tea service and ever- 
welcome cup; let him know that the 
young womau who bids him wait till 
her brother has changed his 
"flan- 
nels" refers only to tennis dress; let* 
him marvel why our paper money is 
received at i^ar while our silver 
is 
taken only at a discount; and let him 
ponder over our anglo-maniacs who 
are more anglicized than the English 
themselves; but for us, let us revel in 
the hai323y restfulness, the indifference 
to dress, the easy reach of the woods 
and the ever-changing sea, and the 
presence of that cool, salt-laden tonic 
air, just warm enough for exhilarat- 
ing enjoyment and the appreciation 
of much that is delicioua in the native 


cuisine. 


Oraug Outaug With Higrh Forehead.^ 
In the Zoological Gardens in Phila- 
delphia is one of the few real orang- 
outangs which have been brought to 
this country, and in his way he is a 
wonder. 
Those who have seen him, 
says the Inquirer, in presenting his 
picture, will recognize in the cut the 
peculiar attitude in which he places 
himself when showing off for the bene- 
fit of visitors and when he swings his 
body sideways before the front of his 
cage. 


The orang-outang, or manlike ape, 
has a close resemblance to that of a 
man in the general form of the bones, 
muscles, nerves and brain. 
They are

native name of orang-outang means 
head man; or chief of tho woods. 


This animal, Chief Utan, appears to 
be about six to eight years old, and is 
now three-fourths grown.

How to Make a Wind Harp. 


Aeolus, the god of the winds, claimed 
the wind harp as his own, but since he 
never obtained a patent on his instru- 
ment there is no law against appro- 
priating hts invention. 
Its oonstruc- 
tion is very simple, and with a little 
care an instrument can be produced 
whose music is far more sweet than 
the door harps now so common. 


To make a wind harp procure a box 
made of thin, well-seasoned wood— 
pine 
preferred—about four inches 
high and six inches wide. 
Cut a cir-

oular holein the top and sandpaper 
the rough edges. 
This is your sound- 
ing board. 
Across each end of the 
box and on top fasten a slat of oak or 
some other very hard wood, a quarter 
of an inch thick and one inch wide. 
In one of these slats drive seven fiat- 
headed tacks equidistant from each 
other, and in the other slat fix the 
same number of twisting screws, such 
as are used in banjos. 
From these 
stretch your strings, which should be 
all the same size and of catgut. 
Tho 
•^Q" guitar string will bo found the 
best for this purpose. 
Now tune ail 
tho strings in unison, and the harp is 
completed. 
It is, however, well to 
add a reflector to throw out the sound. 
This 18 easily accomplished by placing 
a thin board above the box, support- 
ing it on sticks fitting into rests, 
which are glued in the corners of the 
box. 
The reflector als^ answers as a 
shield to prevent injury to the harp. 
Place the harp in a current of air, as 
upon the sill of a half-open window. 
The gound produced by the wind pass- 
ing over the strings as it rises and 
falls is of a drowsy, lulling character 
and extremely melodious.

QUINCE CONSERVES AND DESERTS, 


Preserved Quinces—Pare and feed 
the fruit and cut into quarters; place 
in a deep kettle witu just enough 
water to cover them, and boil until 
they can be readily pierced with o 
fork; when done takeout the quar- 
ters, strain the water and in it dissolve 
I pound of sugar for every pound of 
quinces; set over the fire and cooh 
until the syrup is quite thick; then 
return the fruit and boil together five 
minutes. 
Can in glass jars. 


Quince Fritters—These, with mar* 
malade, 
are 
also 
excellent, 
Ovei 
three tablespoonfuls of 
flour 
poui 
enough boiling water to form a stifl 
paste, stirring carefully to prevent its 
becoming lumpy; allow it to cool and 
ihen break into it the yolks of foui 
eggs and the whites of two, without 
whipping them; stir and beat all vig- 
orously together; heat i pound ol 
lard very hot, drop in a desert spoon- 
ful of the batter at a time and fry a 
delicate brown; between each two frit- 
ters jiut a spoonful of quince marma- 
lade, sticking them together. 
Anoth- 
er way is to stir pieces of preserved 
quice, chopped fine, through the bat- 
ter before frying. 
¡Serve on a heated 
platter and eat with butter and sugar. 


Quince Bnow—Beat the whites ol 
two eggs to a stiii froth, sweeten with 
i pound of sugar and in this meringue 
stir i pound of quince marmalade; 
pile lightly on a diuh in a pyramid and 
bake a pale yellow. 


Baked quinces aro done exactly the 
eame as apples; remove the cores and 
fill the space with sugar; set the fruit 
in a ijan, pour a little water o^er it 
and bake in a hot oven until quite
